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PREFACE 


This compilation is intended to form a suppjiLMiicnt to the 
Directions for Settlement Oflicers ptd>lishcd in 1844, and 
the refert'nces at tlie foot of the several paj'cs allude to the 
parauraphs of that work. 

*2. It is a specimen t‘f the mode in which the^fc^*ord of 
rights in a village i.C formcil, and constitutes the Settlement 
AJisl which is described in pdrai>:ra])hs l(il-169 of the Direc- 
tions. An eifort has been made to remler it illustrative not 
oidy of tlu‘ mode in whicb tbe rifi:hts are r(‘cortlcd, but also 
of some of the most usual forms which the riuchts assume. 

8. U^ith this vicuv the same inehal or estate as surveyed 
and maiiped both in the European and the Native methods 
is supjiosed to be held by two separate ]iro[»rietary commu- 
nities, the several incidents of whose tenures are sliown in 
two <‘oiuplete and ^listinct sets of papers. 

4. "J'he village is first supposed to be a simple zemin- 
darree tenure, of the kind mentioned in paragraph 8/ of tlir 
Directions for Settlement Otiicers. Three persons are joint 
proprietws of the whole estate and possessed of etpial shares 
in it. Each of them cultivates a certain jiortion, for which 
he contributes at a fixed rent to the <*ommon stock. The rest 
of the land is <mltivat(»d on fixed terms by under-tenants. 
One of the three joint projwietors, as Luinbnrdar, col- 
lects the rents from the whole villap:e, deducts the Ooverii-

nient Revenue aad the* village expenees from the eommon 
stock, and divides the remainder equally with his co-par- 
ceners, to whom he is bound to render a true ae<‘Oiint. llie) 
opportunity has been seized to p:ivc several specimens of 
subordinate lioldini^s. Two of the cultivati>rs are sub-pro- 
prietors possessed of small heritable and transferable pro- 
perties, subject to the payment of a fixed sum. The rest 
of the cultivators are not proprietors. Some of them have an 
here<litarv riifht of occiqnincy at fixed rents, with or with- 
out the ]»ovv'er of sub-leasinc:. Others are mere tenants at 
will, holding from year to year at t he pleasure of the pro- 
prietors. Sjieeimens are also j»iven of the several modes of 
lev ylni»’ rents, either in kind or in money. Tf in kind, 
<lilferei)' modes of apportionment of the ^ross produce, are 
shov' n, and if in money the sum is either fixed, or the rates 
vary, according to irrigation, jtositiou of land, or nature of 
croj). 

5. '^riie village is next supposed to be hc*ld by a co-par- 
cenary <‘onimunity. Here the Estate is Putteedarree or 
BhvJichara and the distribution of profits is according to 
custom, as described in paragraph 93 of the DircHions for 
Settlement Ollicers. In order the better to illustrate some 
of the most common of the customs, whi<ii regulate the 
distribution of jirofits in such communities, the mehal is 
suppos(*d to be of the nature mentioned in |)aragraph 0/, 
It is dividend into '^Jiiokes and Puttees, liiese are all bound 
together by a common tie of joint responsibility, but each 
has its own separate custom, which regulates the distribu- 
tion of profits amongst the proprietors, who are tke consti- 
tuent nuunbers cd* the community. There are fimr Thokes 
or primary divisions, named i>alan, lihubhoosya, IVIanuck 
and Ilheeturla, and tlui last of the Thokes is sub-divided 
into tvv'o l*uttces called Indurniun and 'JMiundee. There 
is also some land in the village common to all the Thokes. 
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6. In Tlioke Dalan tlie land is diviilod and lield 
ratcly according tn ancestral shares. In Tlioke Bhubhoosya 
ea<jfc iiuiii holds a separate portion of land on which ho 
pays rateahJy according to the extent. In Tlioke Manui'k 
the land is divided into portions calleil ploughs, and each 
man pays according to the ploughs of whiPh he is possessed. 
In Puttee Indiirmiin of Thokc BheeturJ|^ the ^‘ustom of 
Dhar-hachh prevails, i. e. the Iwoveriftnent demand and 
village expenses are addinl together, from jvhieh total tlie 
collections from the nomproprietary cultivators, and the 
common land are deducted, and the remainder is made up 
by cin equable cess per Beegha on the cultivation of tlfc pro- 
prietors. In Puttee Thundec of Thokc Bheeturla, the land 
is held ill comnAiii, the cultivation of the fui^irietors is 
assessed at a fixed rate^ and the total iMdleetiohs are thrown 
into a couimoii stock and divided according to the proprie- 
tors^ shares. 

/. It must be remembered that these documents are 
more voluminous than those of an ordinary village of the 
same, size would be, because they have been so framed as 
to shew the greatest variations of tenure, whicdi the size of 
the village admits.

In accordance with your directions, I visited 3Iouza Feroze> 
)>oor in Porgunna Dasnu, to adjust the boundaries of that vilhigc, 
I'ho demarcation of the line between it and Mouza Doondahera, 
Kapishera, Sumalklia, Bliuruthut, Bainnoulce, and Choimiooa was 
completed without any dispute ; that on the side of Mouza Puch- 
kh(*rn, was settled amicably between the parties; and that next to 
Salclipoor, by tlie arbitration of Ilurdeo, Balkishun, and Nur[)ut, 
the Zemindars of Mouza Piswara, who were chosen by mutual 
consent of the parties. The only portion of the boundary re- 
maining undetermined adjoins Mouza Nagul. The Zemindars 
have often been advised to settle the dispute among themselves, and 
the usiwl period of 7 days (already elapsed) has been allow'ed to 
them, for that purpose, but they^have neither done so nor selected 
arbitrators. The misunderstanding daily increases, aiul as there is 
a probability of a disturbance, I beg you will visit the dispuftMl 
boundary in person, and when you have seen it, have the inaltt r 
decided by arbitrators, ciioscn by lot on the spot, which arrange- 
ment will probably put an end to the quarrel. Having hi ought 
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those facts to your notice, I am ready to act according to your fur- 
ther orders.

Decision regarding the disputed boundaryi of the T^yo 

VILLAGES. 

The Assistant Settlement Officer having tliis day encamped 
near the boundary of the above villages, in order to settle the dispute 
regarding tlie same, the lines indicated by the respective parties 
were separately insp'^ected in the presence of the parties concerned, 
as well as of the Tehseeldar*and of the persons mentfoned in the 
list of arbitrators. It appears that the boundary of Nagul is to the 
North of Ferozepoor, and that tlie land claimed by both villages 
(‘.onsists of alAJut 300 Pucka Beeghas of waste, but that neither 
party could adduce proof of actual possession. 

The Tehseeldar of the Pergunna having already allowed the 
contending parties a week to decide the quarrel, either among 
themselves or by arbitration, and they having failed to do so, it 
was found expedient to have it determined by assessors, chosen by 
lot ; which fell upon Doulut, Zemindar of Bamnoulec, Oodey 
Singh and Suntokh, Zemindars of Sumalka, Buldeo, Choudhrec 
of Qusba Dasna, and Purshadray, Zemiudar of Jugunpoor. 
And as no objection on the 'ground of relationship, &c. was brought 
against any of them, they were desired to decide the case. After 
examining the disputed land, four of them unanimously agreed on 
the posUion of the boundar}^ but the fifth (Suntokh) dissented from 
their opinion. As according fo law the decision of the majo- 
rity must be preferred, it was adopted, and the Tehseeldar ordered 
to have the boundaries marked off at once, by causing deep ditches 
to be dug, charcoal and bricks to be buried, and pillars to be erect- 
ed in his own presence, lie was also directed to get a bond exe- 
cuted by the Zemindars of Ferozepoor, engaging themselves to 
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secure the marks from future obliteration ; and the contejidinj^ 
parties were (lien dismissed.

Fuslee a Settlement at a Jumma of Rs. 2201 was made with Nen- 
sookh Zemindar for one year, which was renewed for 1212 Fuslfee, 
at a Jumroa of Rs. 230 1 . 

lie furtlier engaged for the annual payment of Rs. §451 from 
1213 to 1215 Fuslee, and paid the demand of the first year, but 
left an arrear of Rs. 800 on the second, in consequence of which 
tiic village was- farmed for two years to Ilursookh Ray. 

This lease having expired, a second Settlement was qoucluded 
from 1216 to 1218 Fuslee, at Rs. 2592, with Sookhmun, Prem and 
Doula Zemindars, the former Zemindars being excluded on the 
ground of incapacity. Nensookh and Sookhrain having, according 
to the Report of the Purgunna Canoongo, died on the 1 7th June 
1810, A. D. and the 3rd July IS 10, respectively, Thundee, the son 
of the former, succeeded him as Zemindar, and Ramjus was recorded 
as Zemindar and Malgoozar in the place of his father Sookhmun, 
in conformity with the Proceedings, dated 25th November 1810. 

The 3rd Settlement from 1219 to 1222 Fuslee, was made 
with Ramjus, Thundee, and Doula, Zemindars, at a Jumma of Rs. 
2792 per annum. In 1221 Fuslee, in consequence of drought the 
prosperity of the village declined, and a balance of Rs. 775 became 
due to Government. Ramjus and Doula, the defaulters, mortgaged 
10 Biswas of the Village to Huzareemul and Goolzareemul Sahoo- 
kars for 900 Rs. and on the application of the mortgagees, dated 
1st May 18 14^ the usual mutation took place.

The 4th Settlement from 1223 to 1227 Fuslee, was made with 
Thiindee, Zemindar of 10 Biswas, and Qoolzareemul and Huzaree-* 
inul Mortgagees of 10 BisM'as, at a Jiunma of Rs. 2892 per annum, 
On the lotti March 1816, the Mortgagees brought a Slimmar^ suit 
for Rupees 375 as balance due against Ramjus Zemindar, and "Ob- 
tained a decree in their favor. On the 10th September 1816, Thun- 
dee and Boula Zemindars brought a charge of over exaction to the 
amount of 57 Rs. against the Mortgagees, which was dismissed for 
want of proof. In the commencement of the year 1225 Fuslee, 
Ramjus and Doula Zemindars, having redeemed the pledged lauds 
by l^aying the amount of the Mortgage, resumed possession. 

The 5tli Settlement from 1228 to . 1232 Fuslee was made 
with Rambus, Doula, Thundee and Prem, Zemindars, at an annual 
jumma of Rs. 3100. On the 9th April 1821, Prem died, and in 
conformity with the Propeedings of the 5th August 1821, SuJa- 
sookh, his eldest son, was recorded in his stead as * Zemindar and 
Malgoozar, with the consent of the shareholders. On the 9th 
December 1823, the rights and interests in 6 Biswansees and 5 
Kuchwansecs of Dewuka, son of Poorun defendant, were sold by 
auction under a Decree of Court, and bought for Rs^ 105 by Nnnd- 
kuruu, son of Duyanut, a resident of the Village, who obtained 
possession on the 16th October 1824. 

The 6th Settlement from 1233 to 1237 Fuslee was made 
with Ramjus, Doula, Thundee and Sadasookh at an annual Jumma 
of Rs. 3287, which is still in force.

A patch of ground measuring 25 Pucka Beeghas by the old 
Jiireeb belonging to Huzareemul and Goolzareemul is not entered 
in the Mafee Register. Of this, 17 Beeghas 3 6is^ya^, or by the 
present measurement 16 Beeghas 17 Biswas, are left unSssessed as 
being occupied by trees, and 7 Beeghas l7 Biswas have been in- 
cluded in the Khalsa lands. Two other patches of ground, con- 
taining 75 pucka Beeghas, or by the present measurement 62 
Beeghas and *10 Biswas, held by the same party, were resumed*and 
brought on the Government rent roll in consequence of their not 
being entered in the Mafee Register. There is much cultivation 
carried on to the west of the village ; the land is high apd the rain 
water iinmediulely drains off* towards the east.

From Thoke Maiiik by a bach,h upon ploughs. 

From Thoke Bheeturla, the shareliolders in Puttee Indurraun 
pay the balance by a bach,h assessed on the extent of their holdings 
for the year, a portion of the revenue and the village expenses 
being paid by rent from non-proprietors. 

The shareholders in Puttee Thundee pay upon the irrigated 
and the non-irrigated lands a fixed rate per beegha. Of the here- 
ditary cultivators some pay at fixed rates, some according to the 
quantity of irrigated and non-irrigated land, some upon ploughs, 
and some pay in kind. The Government demand is paid separately 
i>y the proprietors aod the apportionment of profit or loss is 
distributed as entered in the Administration Paper. The revenue 
is paid with difficulty.

On the occasion of the settlement of the Purgunna, this village 
also came under consideration, and tlie Zemindar of tlie Mouza 
being summoned, Ramjus, Doula, Sudasookb, Thundec, Asarani, 
Umursingh, Blianee, Bustee, Toolsheeram, Zouqce, Hurchain, Teja, 
Yadram, Indurmun, Lalsingfi, Futehsingli and other Zemcendars, 
were found in attendance. The professional Map, Statement No. 2, 
the Jummabundeo,^ and the Memorandum from the Collector’s Office 
being read, it appeared that the former Jumma of this village was 
3287 Rs. There are 1866 Acres of Bangur, or high land, not ir* 
rigated, 332 acres of irrigated, and 377 acres of Waste. The 
Jummabundee of the cultivated land has been computed below at 
the average rent rates.

To continue this Jumma^ amounting to Rupees 3191, appears im- 
proper, because there is more Bangur than irrigated land. One* 
third of the area is cultivated by non -proprietors, and it is not 
altogether certain that they will continue to cultivate the non- 
irrigated land. The greater portion of the cultivated land lies to 
the west, where, as the surface is higher than in other parts 
of the village, the rain ^water does not sink into the soil, but 
flows off in a stream towards the east. The kucha wells do not 
answer, as they fill with sand from the sides, and the proprietors 
are too poor to construct others with masonry. The more valua- 
ble *kinds of crops are scantily raised. The Jumma has been 
frequently increased during the late Summary settlements. In 
one year, a balance of rupees 800 became due to Government, 
and the village was transferred to a lessee. In another year 
of the 2nd Settlement, a balance of rupees 775 having become 
due to Government, the proprietors mortgaged the village ; 
and only with great difficulty redeemed it and recovered pos- 
session in a subsequent year. The Government demand is met 
with, difficulty. The estimate of the Tehseeldar coincides with 
that of the Canoongo, viz. Rupees 3100, which is 187 Rupees less 
than the former Jumma, and in accordance therewith the Set- 
tlement Officer thinks proper to reduce the Jumma of Rupees 
3191 obtained by the deduced Revenue rate in the sum of 
rupees 300, leaving rupees 2891 to be realized for the future 
from the proprietors, besides 29 Rupees contribution to Road 
Fund. The Zemindars being informed of this, gave in their assent. 
On being desired to elect Lumburdars, they unj^nimously chose 
Thundee, Rainjus, Doula and Suda-Sookh. As there are four 
Thokes, it appeared proper to appoint only four Lumburdars. An 
engagement was jointly filed by them promising to pay the Go- 
vernment Revenue according to the Jumma fixed for 30 years, 
commencing from the year — -to the year — . This engage- 
mSnt having been attested, the order recorded was, that it be 
accepted, pending confirmation by the higher authorities— that the 
village papers be sent to the Deputy Collector in order to complete 
the Khewuts, and that the parties present may take their departure.

The five hundred and fifty beegahs and six biswas of the com- 
mon laiid,(«) including Avaste and lately abandoned land, pay 
nothing.

by the Collpctor — and whatever tract may fall to a Thok^ of which 
the internal divisions are not according to ancestral right, will be 
divided amongst the Proprietors in proportion to their actual pos- 
session. . But as long as this land is allowed to remain common, 
we will, when we are, disposed to cultivate it, divide it into four 
portions and annually draw lots for it — the members of each Thoke 
being entitled to possession according to the rate of their respec- 
tive Thokes. All the remaining land of the Township has been 
divided between the several Thokes. (c) 

In Thoke Dalan the land is divided amongst the coparceners 
according to ancestral shares.(rf) In Thoke Bhubhooseea, posses- 
sion (e) is considered equivalent to right. In this Thoke 68 bee- 
ghas 1 1 biswas of cultivated laud are held in common (/) which 
the proprietors may, when they all agree to do so, diVide in propor- 
tion to their actual possession. In Thoke Manik there is no fixed 
and permanent possession — for this reason, that certain of the pro- 
prietors having either absconded, or being without the means of 
management have not joined in this engagement, and the incum- 
bent proprietors have therefore agreed to pay an equal amount by 
Ilulsarce bach,h upon ten ploughs. (A) In Thoke Bheeturla there 
are two puttees, one of Indermun, the other of Thundee, between 
which the land has been equally divided by tlie decision of arbitra- 
tors, (i) and the possession of every proprietor in either Puttee can 
bo ascertained from the Terij.

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of this engagement, will be liable to all the expence attending the 
appointment of an Ameen or a suit in the Civil Court. It was 
found by the present measurement, that the portions j^f land be- 
longing to these Thokes and Puttees, are not in exact proportion, 
there being a tew Beeghas and Biswas more in one Thoke or Put- 
tee, and less in another — but none of us have any objection to this, 
because excess in quantity is countervailed by deficiency of* quality, 
and vice versa. 


We have no concern whatever with the garden, comprising IG 
Beeghas and 17 Biswas, which has been laid out by Iluzaree Mul 
and Goolzarce Mul. With regard to the Fruit and Timber trees, (/) 
whether planted or growing spontaneously on the land on non- 
proprietary cultivators, the custom is, that the trees growing within 
the private enclosure of any individual shall continue in his pos- 
session 80 long as he resides in the village ; and those growing 
within the field of any such cultivator will remain his property so 
long as he cultivates the land and pays the Government demands ; 
but after his death or desertion, they will belong to the owner of tlie 
land. All trees, whether planted or growing spontaneously, on the 
common land of the whole village, or of any TJioke or a Puttee, 
will belong to all the proprietors in proportion to their respective 
interest in that land. All trees growing on the land of proprietors 
are their own private property.

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In Tboke Dalan an equal AverAge at the rate of Rs, 144-8-9 
is levied per biswa (o) share, and every individual proprietor will 
be responsible for so much alone as is assessed upon his share ac- 
cording to this principle. 

In Thoke Rhubhooseea the holding of every individual has been 
equally as^sessed at the rate of 14 annas and 4| pies per beegha ; (c) 
and 68 beeghas 11 biswas of the cultivated common land have not 
been assessed at all ; but the profits of its cultivation will be di- 
vided amongst the proprietors of this Thoke in proportion to their 
holdings, (d) 

In Tlioke Manik 72 Rs. 4 annas and 6 pie have been fixed 
on every plough {e) and each proprietor will reap profit, or sustain 
loss, accordingly. The village expences in all three Thokes will 
realized in the same proportions as the Government revenue. 

In Thoke Bheelurla the proprietors {/) of the Puttee of 
Indunnun, after carrying to account the rents derived from the 
i 2 on-pro]irietary cultivators will distribute the balance both of 
revenue and the village expences &c. at an even rate per beegha 
on the land which may be each year under their cultivation. 

In Puttee Thundee there was some dispute between the sharers

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currency of the settlement can be made for a revision of the mode 
of municipal administration, unless it is put forward by a majority 
of the shareholders, the majority to be reckoned not by numbers of 
persons but by the quantity of laud which they represent.

In Thoke Bhubhooseea, Sahibvsingh, Luchmun Singh, Subha 
Singli and Oodey Singh, hereditary cultivators, remonstrated against 
the rates of their rent, (Jj) and it was agreed in the presence of the 
compiler of the settlement papers, (c) that the matter should be refer- 
red to the arbitration (d) of Sudasookh and Thnndce, Lumburdars of 
Thoke Dalhn and Bheeturla ; who, after taking from the parties 
engagements to abide by their decision, determined that Sahib Singh 
should pay (e) 135 rupees for the 49 beeghas 14 biswas under his 
cultivation, having the power to sublet or transfer at his pleasure ; 
and that L*ichmua Singh without the power to transfer or sublet, 
should pay 150 Rupees for the 54 beeghas and 9 biswas under his 
cultivation, including village expences; that Subha and Oodey Singh 
should pay per pucka beegha of Government standard 3 rupees fur 
irrigated and 1 8 for iinirrigated land. Tlic parties were satisfied 
with tliis adjustment.

<80 long as the hereditary cultivators continue to cultivate 
their fields and pay the fixed rates, they shall not be dispossessed {a) 
of their estate nor any sum in excess of those rates be demanded 
from them ; but if they fail to pay the rent in any year, the pro- 
prietor will sue them summarily ( b ) for the arrear, and on obtain- 
ing a decree in his fiivor, and failing (c) to realize his dues, he will 
apply to the collector to eject them from their land. -If an here-

Tenants at icfll. 6thlg . — The arrangement respecting culti- 
vation of tenants at will, and Pahees, will be made every year (e) by 
the jiroprietors to whom they are subordinate, and their cultivation 
of the common land will be determined by the Lumburdars of each 
Thoke.

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whether through death or desertion, the heir of the cultivator 
will succeed to its management {a) on the terms of his predecessor. 

Balances of Revenue, Gthlg, — If any sharer falls into balance 
his nearest kin will pay it. If his kinsman should be without means, 
then the proprietors of the Thoke will pay ; if they also are without 
the means, then the proprietors of some other Tlioke wilUpay ; and 
whatever parQr pays the balance will beconre the occupant of the 
defaulter’s land and pay its revenue. The defaulter, if he chooses 
to cultivate, will hold at fixed rates like other hereditary {b) cul- 
tivators. Within any of the first five years of transfer the defaulter 
will have the right of re-entry at the beginning of the year 
provided he pays up the balance. If he does not claim re-cntiy 
within this period then the land will remain wdth tho ^ransferreo 
for the second five years entire, unless the parties agree to adjust 

the matter amicably among themselves.

Transfer of Tenure, Ith — All the proprietors have the right 
to mortgage, or sell their respective shares, either to satisfy their 
private necessities or to pay the Government arrears, but, on this 
condition, that the sliare must be first offered to a brother ; on his 
refusal, to the nearest kin ; after him, to the proprietors of the 
Thoke ; then to those of another Thoke ; and on their refusal, to 
any stranger. No person is entitled to mortgage or sell the com- 
mon land, so long as it continues undivided. 

Relating to the Superintendence of deserted lands, Stk, — If 
any proprietor absconds, his nearest of kin will first be responsi- 
ble for tho management and cultivation of the share ; if no kins- 
man be forthcoming, the responsibility falls upon tlie Thoke ; on 
failure of the Thoke to manage the share, the whole village (cj 
must undertake the management.

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cultural year by the manager. Moreover, in Thoke Maiiik, Subbha 
and JSawunt, the sons of Chaina and the co-j3arceners in (mjumI shares 
with Iletrai^ and Tcja, and Aineon Chund, the son (#f‘ Jeesookh, 
coparcener of Gunga Ram, absconded some time ago — but when- 
ever they return, (^7) and settle themselves in the village, their 
co-parceners will restore to them so much land as they may be able 
to cultivate — ^\)ut they wiU not be allowed to assign their shares to 
any other person. 

Nnrne^ of the Lnmhurdars (^) ond the mode of their appoint- 
meat. 9/4. — All the proprietors of the village have unanimously 
elected Suda Sookh, Doiila, Uamjus and Tluindoe, as the Lum- 
burdars respectively of the Thokes of Dalan, Rhuhhooscea, Manik 
and Bheetprla. After their death their eldest sons will be entitled 
to succeed them ; but in the event of the minority or incapacity of 
the heir, the i)roi)rietors of the Thoke, will, in the former case, 
appoint one of liis relatives to the management during the minorit}^ 
and, in the latter, promote someone else tothepost, who, if possible, 
should be a member of the same family. If the Lumburdar should 
turn out a man of immoral and disreputable character, his family 
will forfeit the Luinburdaree right which vvill then bo transferred to 
some other house competent to the management. In all such cases 
the matter shall be decided according to the will of the majority ; 
in the event of his being guilty of any fraudulent transaction 
in his management, it shall be at the option of the Collector to 
dismiss him. 

Village Evpenses, 10/4. — The village expenses of each 
separate Tlioke, including the Putwaree’s fees, hospitality to travel- 
lers, and the Lumbnrdars’ maintenance during attendance at 
Cutcherry will not be incurred without duo intimation given to all 
sharers, and will be distributed i^ each Tlioke in the same manner 
as the Revenue. Tlie accounts will be entered in the Putwaree’s

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books, and every care will be taken that these charges shall not 
be excessive. The Government Tulubana shall be levied from 
those Vlio have not paid their instalment to the Lumbufdar at the 
proper time, and the Tulubana due shall be levied from the 
defaulters in proportion to the amount of balance due from each. 

Putwaree, lUA.—- Suda Sookh, son of Chain-'Sookh Buk- 
kal, about 4()*years of ago, and an inhabitant of this village has 
been appointed Putwaree. He is entitled to receive two rupees 
per cent, on the Government Revenue. We will pay his dues^(a) 
at the same time as the Revenue instalments to the Tehseeldar. 
We will neither dismiss him from office, nor supersede liim with- 
out the order of the Collector. All the accomits of the village 
will also be written by him, and the Jumnbundee {h) other 
annual papers prescribed bythe Board will be regularly furnished 
through him to the Tehseeldar. 

Choulieedars. (c) 1 2t/i. — Ilurdeo, the son of Nynsookli, and 
Zorciwuir, son of Khooshhalee, both brahmuns, are appointed as 
Choukeedars of the village, and by order of the Settlement Officer 
will receive 2 Rupees salary each-(c/) Tliis sum will be collected 
monthly by an even cess on all houses of residents except those of 
sweepers, (e) and after being paid to the Choukeedars, their 
receipts will be lodged in the Thanna.(/) 

There is a high road through this village. The Clioukeedars 
are entitled to the fees according to the scale fixed by the Magis- 
trate, from the traders who abide there during the night, (r;) 
There is another Clionkeedar, called Nyna, the son of Bhoop,

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sweeper, who for a long lime has held rent-free 10 pucka beeghas 
of land ; this land, {a) which has at present fallen out of cultiva- 
tion will continue hr his possession. 

Fines and treatment of Criminals^ 13M. — If in any case 

the Criminal Court imposes a fine upon the village, the houses of 
all the residents of the village, except those of sweepers, will be 
equally assessed to cover tlie amount of the fine ; but if any one 
should be extremely indigent, he shall be excluded from the cess, 
if the majority of the inhabitants agreed to sanction the indulgence. 

The reason wdiy all the people residing in the village are to be 
equally assessed, is this, that all, without exception, are allowed 
to graze their cattle in the jungle, and take fuel grass and pala cut- 
tings according to their own requirements, without paying any 
thing to the proprietors. Should any Individual residing in the viN 
Inge be fined, he must be held responsible for it in his own person. 
Tlie Liunburdars «alone will be called upon to fulfil such orders as 
may issue, from the Criminal or Revenue Courts, as well as to 
inform the Magistrate of any vagabonds and men of bad character 
residing in the village. (^>) If the Lumburdars fail to give this inti- 
mation, and the character of such persons be afterwards impugned 
in any case so as to induce the Magistrate to impose a fine (c) the 
Lumburdars will alone be responsible for it : no general assessment 
will be levied to cover it. 

Manure. 14M. — The proprietors are entitled to take the ma- 
nure collected in and about the village in proportions equal to the 
amount of Revenue paid by each.

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Final Proceedings held hy Mr. ■■ Settlement Officer of

The Settlement papers of Mouza Fe®ozepoor, an uslee and 
inhabited village of purgunna Dasna, the tenure of which ia Bhya- 
charee Putteedaree according to the description given in Regjjilaticdl . 
IX. of 1833, having been arranged, were gone over by the Settle* 
ment Officer,, and are to the following effect. 

Para. I Regarding decision of boundaries.— \i appears 
from the Boundary Misl that the demarcation of this village was 
completed in the year 18— by the Tchseeldar of the purgtlhna. 
The right to 40 pucka beeghas of cultivated, and 200 beeghas 
of waste land, situated towards the west between the boundaries of 
Puchkhera and Ferozepoor, was disputed by the zemindars of both 
villages. Their respective claims were decided by mututil consent, 
and the land divided equally between the parties. 

To the south of the village, a dispute, regarding the boundary 
of Salehpoor, was decided by the arbitration of Hurdeo, Bal^ 
kishun, and Nurput, zemindars of Mouza Piswara^ chosen as 
arbitrators by the contending parties, who accepted the decision ; 
and to the north of the village, a dispute regarding the boua« 
dary with Nagul was decided in the presence of the Assistant Settle- 
ment Officer, by the arbitration of Doulut, zemindar of Bamnowles^ 
Oodey Singh, zemindar of Mouza Sumalukh, Buldeo Singh, Chow- 
dlirce of Qusba Dasna, and Purshadrae, zemindar of Jugjeewun- 
poor, the arbitrators cbosen by lot under Regulation IX. of 1833. 
No dispute existed with any other villages regarding boundaries. 
Razeenamas executed by the zemindars of the surrounding villages, 
together with a sketch of the boundaries of the whole village, are 
filed with the Misl.

Para. IV. Regarding Lahhirnj land.—Trom the momorandum 
of the Collectors Office it appears, tliat a piece of land containing 
25 pucka beeghas, and belonging to Goolzaree Mul and Huzaree 
Mill, was not entered in tlie Register. J 7 beeghas and 3 biswas 
.(or by the jiresent measurement 16 beeghas and 17 biswas) out of 
this land are left unassessed, from beidg planted witli trees, and 7 
beeghas and 17 biswas have been included in the khalsa land; 
two other pieces of land belonging to the same party and containing 
75 pucka beeghas (or by the present measurement 62 beeghas 10 
biswas) have been resupaed and inclutled in tlie khalsa land, on 
, account of their not being entered in tlie Register. 

Para. V. Regarding the former Settlements . — The same paper 
mentions that in the commencement of our rule tlm first Settlement 
was made with I^ensookh zemindar, at a jumma of Rs. 2451, from 
the year 1213 to 1215 Fuslee ; he paid the revenue for one year, 
but in the next a balance being due to Government the village was 
transferred to Hursookhrae Moostajir. After this period, the second 
Settlement was made with Sookhmun^ Prem, and Doula zemindars, 

2 
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at a jumma of Rs. 2592, from the year 1216 to 1218 l^uslee. 
Nensookh died, anj the name of his son Thundee was en- 
teied as zemindar instead of the deceased, in the usual manner ; 
and at the deal h of Sookhmun, Ramjus \v%3 entered* as malgoo- 
zar instead of his father. The third Settlement from 1219 to 12^ 
Fuslee was made with Ramjus, Doula, and Thimdee ^zemindars,'* 
at a jumma of Rs. 2792 per annum. On the — l6l4^ according 
to the application of Ramjus, and Doula mortgagers, Iluzaree Mul 
and Goolzaree Mul mortgagees were recorded in the usual manner 
as malgoozars of 10 biswas. The fourth Settlement from 1223 
to 1227 Fuslee was made with Thundee zemindar and Goolzaree 
Mul and Iluzaree Mul mortgagees, at a jumma of lU. 2892 
per annum, each party to have half the village. In the commence- 
ment of the year 1225 Fuslee, Ramjus, and Doula zemeendars having 
redeemed their lands r^ained possession from the mortgagees. 
The fifth Settlement from 1228 to 1232 Fuslee was made with 
Ramjus, Doula, Thundee, and Prem zemindars at an annual jumma 
of Rs. 3100. After the death of Prem zemindar, the name of 
Sudasookh his eldest son was entered in his stead a§ malgoozar 
Ofi tlie 1821. The sixth Settlement from 1233 to 1237 

Fuslee was made with Ramjus, Doula, Thundee, and Sudasookh 
zemindars at an annual jumma of Rs. 3287, and still holds crood.* 

Para. VI, Regarding rights of the Thundee, 

Ramjus, Sudasookh, Doula, &c., (Jats,) have been proved to be 
the hereditary proprietors of this village. 

Para, Vlf, Regarding capability of the village and its 
assessmetiL It appears from the professional map, Statement No. 
2, the Jumabundee Statement, and the memorandum from the Col- 
lector’s Oliice, that the former jumma of this village was Rs. 3287. 
The estimates of the Tehseeldar andCanoougo were both Hs* 3100, 
being 187 Rs. less than the abov^ jumma. It contains 1866 acres of 
unirrigated bangur, 332 acres of irrigated, and 324 acres of waste 
laud. By applying the average rent rate to the cultivated area, a 
> jumabundee of 4787 Rs. is obtained; and from this, by a deductioa 
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of on& third, a jumma of 3191 Rs. The calculations are given in 
the proceeding dated — . The Settlement Officer saw fit to lessen 
this jumma by Rs. 300 for the several reasons mentioned in the 
same proce<^ing ; and accordingly, after making this Seduction, 
2^91 Rs. per annum are fixed as the future jumma, with the ad* 
'dition of Rs.^29 for the road fund.

Para, VIII, Regarding the present Settlement , — ^On the — 
28 — the settlement of the pei^unna having been brought for- 
war(^ in a public assembly, the above-mentioned jumma was made 
known to Ramjus, Doula, Thundee, Sudasookh, Bhanee, Asaram, 
UmuT Singh, Bustee, Toolsheeram, Zoukee, Hurchain, Teja, Indur- 
mun and the other zemeendars, who were in attendance on the occa- 
sion, and by them accepted. They were then desired to appoint 
Lumburdars, and unanimously selected Thundee, Ramjus, Doula, 
and Sudasookh. As there are four thokes, it appeared pro- 
per to have four persons, one for each thokc. They submitted an 
engagement promising to pay the revenue for 30 years commencing 
from the year 12— to 12— Fuslee as detailed below.

After the engagement was attested, the Settlement Officer ordered 
that it be accepted conditionally, pending the confirmation of Go- 
vernment. 

Para, IX, Regarding the appointment of Lumburdars, 

• The proprietors of the village have apppinted Sudasookh, Doula, 
Ramjus, and Thundee respectively, as lumburdars of the thokes 
Dalan, Bhubhooseea, Manik, and Bheeturla. After their death 
their eldest sons will be entitled to succeed them ; but in the event 
of the minority or incapacity of the heir, the proprietors of the 
thoke will appoint another lumburdar according to the decision of 
the majority. This change will be permanent in the latter casci 
hut in the former last only during the minority. 
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Para. X. Regar^ng the distribution of the Govt, Revenue 
amongst the proprietors, the mode of collection, and apportionment 
o} profit and loss, — la order to complete the khewut,^Kunhyalal 
was appointed superintendent by order of Rae Ramsurundass, De- 
puty Collector. The superintendent went into the village, 
having, according to the usual practice, given notice by beat of 
drum, drew out the khewut papers before the putwaree and all 
the proprietors of the village, in the mode directed for^Putteedaree 
Bhyacharee tenures, and with the approval of the proprietors. These 
papers sliow that the Government demand is divided betweemtho 
tliokes in proportion of biswas, as detailed below.

The lumburdar of each thoke is separately to pay the above 
mentioned jumma to Government. In thoke Dalan the jumma 
is computed on tlie biswa, Rs. 144-8-9 being fixed upon each, and 
every shareholder bears the loss and is entitled to the gain of his 
own share. In thoke Bhubhooseea the holding of every individual 
has been equally assessed at the rate of As. 14-4J per beegha; 
and 68 beeghas 1 1 biswas cultivated in common have been left free 
of assessment, but the profits will be divided amongst the proprie- 
tors in proportion to their respective holdings. In thoke Manik 
Rs. 72-4-6 have been fixed on every plough, and each proprietor will 
be entitled to the profits, and responsible for the losses of his own 
holding. The village expenses in all 3 thokes will be realized in 
* proportion to the Government revenue. In thoke Bbeeturla the 
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propHetors of puttee Indurmun, after carrying to account the rents 
derived from the non -proprietary cultivators will distribute the 
lance both of revenue and village expenses, at an even rate per bee- 
gha, on the land which may be each year under their cultivation. 

puttee Thuridee the quantity of land under each sharer’s 
cultivation must be ascertained by the government jureeb every 
year, and«tha\ which is irrigated assessed at 3-8 and unirrigated 
at I -12 a beegha. The sum so collected should be add^to the rents 
of the non-proprietary cultivators and the proceeds of the common 
lanct and after paying the government revenue and the village 
expenses, the balance, whether in excess or deficiency, should be 
distributed amongst the proprietors according to the biswas held. 
The Sewaee collections of each year, such as from wood, tanks, 
fruit or ba^ar fees, and the proceeds of the common land of tlie 
village, will be equally distributed between the 4 thokes. In thokes 
Dalan and Bhubhooseca, the proprietors will subdivide their share 
of these collections in proportion to the amount which they 
respectively pay to Government, and in thokes Manik and Bhee- 
turla according to the recorded biswa- share. 

In thoke Dalan there are no hereditary cultivators. In 
thoke Bhubhooseea, Sahib Singh, an hereditary cultivator, should 
pay 13d Rs. per annum, having the power to transfer or sublet his 
share; and Luchhmuii Singh is to pay 150 Rs. per annum without 
the power of transferring his share to another party. Subbha and 
Oodey Singh are to pay per pucka beegha of the Government 
standard 3 Rs. for irrigated and 1-8 for iinirrigated land, according to 
the decision of the arbitrators. In thoke JVlauik, Sahib Singh 
Buhadoor and Ramdeyal agree to pay at the same rale as the pro- 
prietors 73 Rs. per annum upon each plough, including contribution 
to road fund ; in the puttee of Indurmun, Gunga Bisliun pays at a 
fixed rate ; Dooogur a corn rate dn nijkaree, and a certain rate per 
beegha on zubtee; and Lekha Jat in puttee Thundec, pays a fixed 
rent per beegha according to the crop, as noted in the Terij. 
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So long as the hqfoditary cultivators continue to pay tWe Go- 
vernment demands, they cannot be dispossessed of their cultivation. 
Thd tenants at will shall pay for the presenjt year according to the 
details of the Terij, and in future according to the conditions of the 
lease to be revised in the commencement of every year. 

All the proprietors have the right ^to mortgage *or« sell their 
respective shares, either to provide for their expenses or to pay the 
Government dues ; but on this condition, that the share must be first 
offered to a brother, on his refusal to the next nearest kin, afteshim 
to the proprietors of the thoke, then to those of the other thokes ; 
and on their refusal to any stranger. In the event of a share- 
holder becoming a defaulter, the other share- holders shall be enti- 
tled to have the possession of his share after paying thjg balance ; 
if the defaulter repays tlie*arrear within five years of the transfer, he 
will liave tlm right of re-entering at the beginning of the next year, 
but if not, then the land shall remain with the transferee for a 
second period of 5 years entire, unless the parties agree to adjust 
the matter amicably among themselves. 

There are two choukeedars receiving each 2 Rs. per mensem, 
wliich sum is collected monthly by a cess on all houses of residents ; • 
besides this, they are entitled to certain fees from traders and other! 
who put up witli their goods during the night in the village. There 
is another choukeedar who is remunerated by a jagheer of rent- 
free land. Sudasookh putwaree is entitled to receive two Rupees 
per cent, on the Government revenue. Other conditions and 
arrangements are detailed in the Malgoozaree engagement, which • 
accompanies the Misl. 

• Para. XI Regarding the attestation of the khewut . — The 
papers connected with the khewut. compiled bytheMoonserim, were 
brought for attestation before the Deputy Collector in the presence 
of the lumburdars, and were regularly attested. The jummabundee 
containing 22 entries;» was then prepared in conformity with Circu- 
lar Order No. 3 ; and a proclamation allowing a period of two 
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weetos for objections to be brought forward was put up and published 
throughout the village by the Tehseeldar. When that period had 
expired, without any complaint being offered, the proclamation was 
recalled and filed with the Misl. The proprietors have engaged to 
l^ditinue the same khewut till the end of the Settlement ; but if it 
shall be deemed necessary to make some new arrangement in order 
to save the^ village from loss, the existing khewut will be altered 
according to the judgment of a majority, that is of such proprietors 
as own the greater portion of the village lauds.

Para, XII, Regarding the disposal of suits , — During the 
compilation of the Settlement papers, there occurred four cases of 
dispute amoutrst the proprietors, which were disposed of according 
to the following schedule. 
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The partition of the land ^nd^ jumma was thua 
made by Ramjus chosen as umpire by the contend- 
ing parties, who succumbed to his decision.

Doula and Ramjus the umpires decided that the 
sharers of the puttee, after realizing from their own 
cultivation at the rate of 3 Rs. 8 as. per beegha 
on irrigated, and 1 R. 12 as. on unirrtgated land, 
and adding to this the income from the tenants at 
will and other sources, shall pa) from this fund the 
Government demand and the village expenses, and \ 
divide the profit or loss amongst themselves in 
proportion to the biswas held. 


This case was decided by Sudasookh and Thun- 
dee assessors as below.

The same umpires decided, that the hereditary 
cultivators shall pay at the rate of 3^ Rs. per pucka 
beegha on irrigated, and 1 Rupee on unirrigated 
land.

The settlement papers have been thus arranged and compiled 
according to the directions «of the Sudder Board. It is therefore 
ordered that an English version of such papers as are necessary for 
submission be made out, and sent with the settlement report 1o 
the Cominission|r^ of the Western districts, in order that tlie sanc- 
tion of GovernaRbnt may be procured through him.

MEMORANDUM from the Collector's qffice^ regarding Mouz^lk 
FerozepooTy pergunnuh Dasna^ zillah Meeriitk

From an examination of the settlement book and of the papers 
in the sadder and moofusstl offices it appears that the above vil- 
lage is an uslee and inhabited one ; tliat at the commencement of 
our rule in 1211 Fuslee, a settlement at a juma of Rs. 2fi00 was 
made with Nainsookh, zemindar, for one year^ In 1*212 F. 
another settlement for a like period was made with the same person 
at* a juma of Rs. 2,300. After tliat a settlement from 1213 to 
121.5 F. S. was made with Nainsookh at Rs. 2,451 per annum, 
and he paid the revenue for one year. In tlie second, however, there 
was an arrear of 800 rupees, and the village was in consequence 
given in farm for two years to llursookh mi. After the expiry of 
this period, a second settlement was made from 1216 to 1218 F. S., 
at a juma of Rs. 2,<592 with Sookhmun, zemindar, in consequence 
of the infirmity and incapacity of the former zemindar. It appears 
from an urzee of the Canoongoe of the pergunnah, that Nainsookh, 
zemindar, died on the 17th June, IS 10, A. D., and Sookhmun, 
zemindar, on the 3rd July. The fouteenama having been duly com- 
pleted, Thundee was entered in the registers as zemindar in the 
stead of his father, Nainsookh, and Ramjus in that of his father, 
Sookhmun, in accordance with proceedings of 25th November, 1810, 
A . D. 'fhe third settlement from 1219 to 1 222 F. S. was made 
w'ith Rumjus, zemindar, at a juroa«of Rs. 2,792 per annum. In 
1221 F. S., in consequence of drought, the village fell into a 
declining state, and a balance of Rs. 775 was incurted. Ramjus 
therefore mortgaged 10 biswahs of the village to Huzatee Mul and 
Gulzaree Mul, sahookars, for 900 rupees ; aecLon the application 
df.the mortgagers, dat^ Ist May, 1814, A. tiie names of these 

persons were entered as possessors by mortgage of the land thus 

c 1 
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pledged to them. The fourth eettlement from 12^.*T to 1227 F. S. was 
made with Ramjus, zeiniudur, for 10 bi^wah8, aird Gulzaree MuL 
and Hutafeec Mul, mortgagees, fot 10 btswahs, at a juma conjoinOy 
of Ks. 2,892 per annum. On i*5th Maneh, 1811, the {Mortgagees 
bi])up;ht a summary suit for Ra. 37o balunce due by Rainjus, 
zemindar, and obtained a decree agaiiHt hinri. On the 10th Sep- 
tember, 1810. Tliundee, zemindar, brought a conipLiint of over-ex- 
nctiori, amounting to o7 rupees, against the jnfyrtgagees, which was 
dismissed for want of proof. In the cornmenremerjt ‘of the year 
1225 F. 8., Ramjiis, zemindar, havjng redeemed his mortgage, re- 
gained possession of his 10 bi^wahs. The fifth settlement from 
1228^10 1232 F. S. was made with Ramjus, zemindar, at an annual 
juma of Ra. 3. l(H>. On the 9tlt April, 1821, Prem, zemindar, 
died, and according to n proceeding, dated 5th AugUNt, 1821, hi» 
eldest son, 8ada Sookh was recorded in lii.s ^tead ns zendndiir. 
The sixth settlement from 1233 to l2o7 F. S. v»as made with 
Bamjas, at an annual juma of Rs. 3,287 and still holds good. 

At present Ramjns, Sndasookh, Thtmdee are entered as ze- 
mindars, and Ramjiis alone as malgonzar. ritere is no other 
claimant.

To continue this juma amounting to 3,191 rupees appears inex- 
pedient, because there is mucli of Bangur and little of irrigated • 
land ; the greater part of the land is cultivated hy non- proprietary 
cultivators, and it is not altogether certain that they will continue 
to culiivote the iinirrigated land. The larger portion of the culti- 
vation is towards the west side of the village, where, in conse- 
quence of the surface being highey than in other parts, the rain 
water does not sink into the soil, but flows off in a stream towards 
the east. Kucha wells do not answer, as they fill with sand from 
the sides and the proprietors are too poor to construct others with 
masonry. The more v^aluable kinds of crops are scantily raided. 
The juma has been frequently increased during the late summary 
settlements. In one year, a balance of Rs. 800 became due 


/ 
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to Government, and tlie village was transferred to a lessee. In an- 
other year of the second settlement, a balance of Rs. 770 haying 
become due to Government, the proprietors mortgaged tlje village ; 
and dnly with great diAculty redeemed it and recovered possession 
in a subsequent year. The Government demand is met with diffi- 
culty. The estimate of the Tehseeldar coincides with that of the 
Canoongoe, vi2. Rs. t3, 100, which is 187 rupees less than the for- 
mer juma, BX&k in accordance therewith, the Settlement Officer thinks 
proper to reduce the juma of Rs. 3,191 obtained by the deduced 
revenue rate, in the sum of Rs. 300, leaving Rs. 2,891 to be 
realized for the future from the proprietors, besides 29 rupees con- 
tribution to road fund. The zemindars being informed of this, 
gave in their assent. When they were desired to appoint lumber- 
dars, they unanimously chose Ramjus their brother who filed an 
engagement, promising to pay the Government revenue as fixed, for

I I. Partition of the village lands . — The lands of the village 
are, with our full consent, in common.’^ Each proprietor has the 
power, whenever he may so please, of claiming a separate posses- 
sion of, and authority over, his hereditary share. f But with a 
view to avoiding the expense which will be consequent on this, we 
wish} that no such division should take place during the cur- 
rency of this settlement. We have no concern whatever with a 
garden comprising 16 beegahs and 17 biswahs which has been laid 
out by Hazaree Mull and Goolzaree Mull Sahookars and is held 
rent-firee by them. With regard to the fruit and timber trees § 
whether planted or growing spontaneously on the land of non-pro- 
prietary cultivators, the custom is, that the trees growing within 
the private enclosure of any individual shall continue in his poases- 
-sion so long as lie resides in the village ; aird those growing with- 
in the field of any such cultivator will remain his property so long ~ 
as he cultivates the land, but after voidance of the tenure by death 
or desertion they shall belong to us. All trees, whether planted or 
growing spontaneously on the common land of the whole village, 
shall belong to us conjointly. All trees growing in the land of pro- 
prietors are their own private property.

III. The mode of collecting the Government Revenue froTit 
the proprietors,— proprietors shall pay upon the land held 
by them,} as entered in the Teerij, upon every pucka beegah of the 
Government Handard, at a rale of Rs. 2-8 for irrigated and 
R. 1-4 on such as is not irrigated. Upon whatever land a 
jiroprietor may be able to cultivate in any year over and above bis 
regular share he shall pay upon Aijharee crops or such as yield rents 
in kind one-third of the produce as ascertained by actual division

cultivator’;* seer land is a favourable one, ^nd as Ramjus has more seer land than 
either of the other proprietors, it is evident that he derives a greater profit from 
the estate than his coparceners. This is often the mode in which the lum- 
burdar is remunerated, or perhaps it may be, that he is elected lumburdar in 
consequence of the superior influence and resources, which this large cultivation 
indicates. However this 'may be, such inequalities in the extent of seer culti- 
vafton are frequently the cause of dissension amongst the proprfttors . 
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or appraisement, 'without any deduction for texpenses ; and upon 
zubtee crops, or such as pay money rents, the following rates shall 
be levied ugon each pucka beegah ;

IV. T^e mode of collecting the Government Revenue from 
hereditary cultivators. — Asaram, Iiidurmun, Bvtiftee, Boodh 
Singh, Buhadur, Purtap, Thundee, Toolseeram, Jusram, and 
Cheyt Ram shall pay yearly at the fixed rate as shewn in the Tee> 
rij. 'Asaram and Indurmiin* have the power of transferring 
.their land and making over such portion as they may be unable to 
cultivate themselves to any other person. Boodh Singh and Bu- 
badurf have the option of cultivating themselves or of sub-let- 
ting the land upon such terms as tliey may be able to procure, be- 
ing themselves responsible to the proprietors for the punctual pay- 
ment of the fixed rent, but they have nqt the power to transfer 
their land. Buhadur, Purtap, Thundee, Toolseeram and JusramJ 
have neither the po'wer of transferring nor of sub-letting their land. 
Buhanee, the 3 Preras, Teja, Doougur, llaindial. Subha, Sahib 
Singh, Gungabishn, Gungarain, Luchtnun, Sukha, Hetram, Hur- 
chain, Yadram son of Bhawanee, 16 persons, shall pay 3 rupees 
on irrigated and 1-8 on not irrigated land per pucka beegah of 
the Government standard. Khooshal, Khoosheerain, Doola, Zoukee, 
Surubsukh, Seoka, Sukhram, Sahib Singh 2nd, Futteh Singh, Kishen 
Suhai, Guugaram 2nd, Lekha, Mookta, Nundkurun, Uurchaiii 2nd, 
Yadram son of Mojee, Yadram son of Chaina, 17 persons, shall pay 
upon nijkaree crops a corn rent of one- third of the produce as ascer- 
tained by actual division or appraisement, besides 3 seers per 
maund of the Government share ; and upon zubtee#crops at pro- 
prietor's rates as noted in the Teerij. This arrangement to be in 
force during the currency of the settlement without change of any 
sort with regard to hereditary cultivators. So long as they con- 
tinue to pay the amount due from them, we will not dispossess 
them ; but if they fail to pay in any year, they shall be sued sum- 
marily for the arrear, and on obtaining a decree in our favour and 
failing to realize the amount, we shall have the power to dispossess 
them on receiving the Collector’s order§ ; but if the arrear be'*di.e 
from Asaram and ludurmun, it will be in the power of tlie Collec*

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tor to bring their tenures to sale in satisfaction of the balance.* * * § ^ 
If an hereditary cultivator runs away or dies,! Wis son or his 
'immediate successor will succeed him on his promising to pay the 
assessment and to Cultivate on the terms previously agreed to. If 
in any year it sl)all be agreed between the parties for any cause 
to alter any hereditary cultivator’s rate of payment, notice thereof 
shall be given at the commencement of the year to the Tehseeldar. 

V. The mode of collecting (he Govermnent Jlevenne from 
tenants at iti/l . — The rate to be paid for this year by each pahee 
and tenant at will{ is entered in the Teerij, and according to 
that the demand shall be made. In future, it shall be according to 
the agreement entered into at the commencement of the yea^ and 
tenants at will shall not be authorized to cultivate until a fresli 
agreement is made in the month of Jeth. Jf a tenant at will va- 
cates by death land under cultivation, his immediate heir shall have 
the right to the crop paying the amount due. 

VI. Begarding apportiofiment of ptofit and los%. — We will 
divide equally § any sum which may remain over after paying the 
Covemment revenue and the village expenses ; as also tlie Sewaee 
items, II such as the produce of fruit, fm’est trees, rivers and bazar 
fees. In the event of loss we will bear it equally The lumburdar^ 
shall be responsible for the collection of the amoupt due from 
hereditary cultivators aud ryots, and for explaining tlveir accounts to 
the proprietors. 

VTI. The mode of appointing lumhurdars. — The proprietors 
have agreed to appoint Ramjus their eldest brotlier luroburdar,** 
Q'he appointment is for life and hereditary. On his death his eldest 
son shall succeed him, but in the event of the minority or incapa- 
city of the heir, a person shall be appointed, in the former case 
during the nnnority, and in the latter, for ever, according to the 
decision of the majority of the proprietors. 

VIII. Transfer of tenure, — All the proprietorsff in con- 
junction have the right to sell or mortgage the village either to sa; 
tisfy their private needs or to pay the Government arrears ; but im 
one proprietor without the concurrence of the whole body can 
sell his share to a stranger.

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IXl Realizing btUances of Revenue, — 1« the event of a ba- 
lance being due to Government in any year, Government shall have 
the right to attach and sell all our real and personal property, or 
to transfer seU the entire village* 

X» Village Expenses , — The village expenses* such as pay- 
ment on dustucks, entertainment of travellers, the lumburdar’s 
maintenance dhring attendance at Cutcherry, and the Putwaree’s 
fees, shall be disbursed from the common stock aft^i^ due notice 
given to the shareholders, and fall equally upon all of us. The 
detailed account of them shall be entered in the Putwarce’s paper*', 
and cere taken that these charges are not excessive. 

XI. Putwaree. — Sudasookh,f sou of Cliainsookh, Buka 
about 40 years of age, and an inhabitant of this village has been 
appointed Putwaree. He is entitled to receive two rupees per cent, 
on the Government revenue. We will pay his dues at the same 
time as the^revenue iustalmenls to the Tehseeldar, through whom 
he will receive them. We will neither dismiss him from oifice nor 
supersede him without the order of the Collector. All the.accouiits 
of the village shall be kept by him, and the jumabundeef and other 
papers annually required will be regularly furnished through him 
to the Tehsctldar. 

XII. Chowkeedars. — Ilurdeo,§ the son of Nainsukli, and Zora- 
war son of Khooshal, both bruhiuins, arc appointed as chowkeedars 
of the village, and by order of the Settlcmenr Officer will receive 
S'^rupces salary each per mensem. This sum will be collected 
monthly by an even cess on all houses of residents, e.xcept those of 
sweepers, and after being paid to the chowkeedars, their receipts 
will be lodged in the thauu. 

There is a high road through this vilhige. The chowkeodars 
are entitled to the fees, according to the scale fixed by the Ma^is- 
trate from the traders who abide there during the night. There 
another chowkeedar called Nyna, the a^n of Bhoop, sweeper, who 
for a long time has held rent-free 10 pucka beegahs of land ; this 
land which has at present fallen out of cultivation, will continue in 
his possession.

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XIII. Fine and treatment of Criminals. — If in any case the 
Criminal Court imposes a fine upon the village, the houses of all 
ihe residents of the village, except those of sweepers, shall be 
equally assessed to cover the amount of \lie fine ; but if any one 
sliould be extremely indigent he shall be excluded from the ces% if 
the majority of the inhabitants agree to sanction the indulgence* 
The reason why all the ryots are included in the payment of fines 
at equal rates is that all the inhabitants of the vilAge graze cattle 
in the jungle and take wood and straw and pnla according to their 
wants. W5 will not charge them any thing for grazing or taking 
wood.

Should any individual residing in the village be fined, he 
must be held responsible for it in his own person. The lumbur- 
dars will be bound to carry out such orders as may issue from the 
Criminal and Revenue Courts, as well as to inform the Magistrate 
of any vagabond and man of bad character residing in the villageJ 
If the lumburdars fail to give this intimation and Ms characteil 
be afterwards impugned in any case, so as to induce the Magis- 
trate to impose a fine, the lumburdars will alone be responsible 
for it ; no general assessment will be levied to cover it, 

XIV. Manure. — Each cultivator shall be entitled to taka 
the manure collected in and about the village in proportion to hiJ 
cultivation ; i, e. he who ploughs one beegah to take one carl 
load, and he who ploughs ten to take ten. 

We have written these clauses in the shape of an engagemqptj 
that it may remain as an authentic document and be appealed to in 
case of necessity.

Tlie Settlement papers of mouza Ferozepoor, an usiee and in* 
habited village of pergunnah Dasna, the tenure of which is zemin- 
daree according to the description giving in Regulation IX.* of 
]83d, being now completed and arranged, have been examined by^ 
the Settlenjunt Officer, and the following paragraphs contain an 
abstract of their contents. 

Tara. I. Regarding decision of houndaries.^lt appea];p from 
the Boundary Misl that the demarcation of this village was com* 
pleted in the year 18 — , by the Tehseeldar of the pergunnah. The 
right to 40 pucka beegahs of cultivated, and 200 beegahs of watte 
land, situated towards the west, between the boundaries of Puch- 
khera and Ferozepoor, was disputcHl by the Zemindars of both vil* ; 
lages. Their respective claims were decided by mutual consent, 
and the land divided equally between the parties. 

To the south of the village, a dispute regarding the boundary 
of Salehpoor, was decided by the arbitration of tiurdeo, Balkishun, 
and N^rput, Zemindars of^niouza Piswara, chosen as arbitrators by 
the contending parties, who accepted the decision ; and»to the north 
of the village, a dispute regarding the boundary witK^^^a^l was 
decided in the presence of the A esistant Settlement Officer, 
arbitration of Doulut, Zemindar of Bamnowlee, Oodey Singh, 
Zemindar of raouzah Sumalukli, Buldeo Singh, Chowdhree of 
Qusba Dasna, and Purshadrae, Zemindar of Jugjeewanpoor, Ibe 
arbitrators chosen by lot under Regulation IX. of 1833. No dis- 
pute existed with any other villages regarding boundaries. Ra« 
zeenamas executed by the 2^mindars of the surrounding villages, 
together with a sketch of the boundaries of the whole village, are 
filed with the l^isl.

•venue for one year, but in the next a bahmce being due to Govern - 
miait the vill^e was tranafented-to Hursookhrae Moostajir. ^fter 
thiv period, tite second SaUlement was made with 8ookhmun/Ze- 
Iniuda^ *4t junta df'As. 2582 from the year 1216 to 1218Tu^lee. 
Nainsodkh died, and the ^nnme mf bis son Thundee was entered 
as^&emindar instead of .the daoeased, .in tthe .usual manner, aniLat 
the death of Sookhmun, Ramjus was entered as Ma}goozar instead 
of ibis bitIter.

Tlie fifth Settlement from 1228. to 1232 Fuslee wa»mad*> 
with Randutl^Zemindar, at an annual juma of Rs^ 3 100; Afiter th»^ 
death of Prem, Zemindar, the name of Sudasoukh, his eldest so% waar 
entered in his stead as Zemindar, on the 6th August, 182 h The 
sixth Settlement from 1233 to 1237 Fuslee \ib 8 made with Ramjus 
Zemindar at an animal juma oi' Re. 3287, and still holds good. 

Para. VI Hegarding, righti of Zemindars.^'IhMudoOy Rasi^» 
jus, and Suda8ookh,(Juts,) have been proved to be^ the hei^itarjF<‘ 
proprietors^ of this village. 

Para* VII Regarding capability of the village emd id’ 
axsfssntcni . — It appf'ars from the profesbional map, stateinenb 
>'o. 2, fhe Juinabufidee statement, and the inemorandumi from;, 
tlie Collector's office, thut the former juma of' this viliago 
w as Rs; 3287. The esti mutes of tlie Ttihseeldar and; Cauooir»« 
gue were both Rs. 3100, being 187 rupees less than^j^e above* 
juma. It contains 1860 acres of uuirrigated bangm; 
acres of’ irrigated, and 324 acres of waste land. By. applying the* 
average rent-rate to the cultivated area, a juinubundee of 47B7f 
rupees is obtained ; and from this, by a deduction of one thiigl^ 
a juma of 3 19 1 rupees. The calculatious are given in tlie proceed*^ 

ing dated .The Settlement Officer saw fit to lessen this juma by 

Rs. 300 for tlie several reasons ineutioned in the same proceeding; 
and accordingly, after making this deduction, 2891 rupees per ammm. 
are fixed as the future juma, with the addition of Bs. 29«for th» 
road fund. 

Para. VIII. Regarding the present Settlement On the — — 
18 — the Settlement of the perguniiah having been brought forj«ard 
in public assembly, the aboveiiientioned juma vvas made known 
to ^mjus, Thiindee and Sudasookh, Zemindars, wiio N^ere in atten- 
dance on the occasion. They accepted the juma, and appoVtsd Rom* 
jus as lumburdar. He submitted an engagement promising to pa) 
the revenue tor 30 years, commencing torn tlie year 12~to J2-** 
Fuslee as detailed below :

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After the engagement waa attested^ ilie Settlement Officer 
ordered that it be accepted conditionally, pending the confirmation 
of the Sudder Board of Kevenue.

Para. JX. Regarding the appointment of Lvmhurdars, 
The proprietors of the village have appointed Ramjus as hereditary 
lumburdar. AAer his death his eldest son will be entitled to 
succeed him ; £ut in the event of the minority or incapacity of the 
heir, the proprietors will appoint another lumburdar according to 
the decision of the majority. This change will be permanent in 
the latter case, but in the former last only during the minority.

Para. X. Regarding the compilation of the Khewut — In 
order to complete the khewut, Kunhyaial was appointed iSuperin- 
tendent by oi^er of Hae Ramsurundass, Deputy Collector. TJie 
Superintendent went into the village, and having, according to the 
usual practice, given notice by beat of drum, drew out the khewut 
papers beftfre the Futwaree and all the proprietors of the village, 
in the mode directed for a zemindaree tenuve, and with the appro- 
val of the proprietors. These papers show that the Government 
juma is undivided, and that it will be paid through the luidburdar : 
that the proprietors shall pay for the land held hy them, as entered 
in the Teerij^ viz ; upon every pucka beegah of the Government 
standard a^a rate of Rs. 2-8 for irrigated and Rs. 1-4 for un- 
land. For whatever land a proprietor may be able to 
cultivate in any year over and ubo^e his regular share, lie shall 
'pay upon ytyAa/ce crops ^ of the produc e wiitiout any deduction 
foj^ expenses as ascertained by actual division or appraisement ; and 
upon zubiee crops the following rates per pucka beegah.

Ten persons A saraiD, Indermun, Bustee, Boodh Singh, Buhadoor, 
Purtap, Thiwktf, Toolseeram, Jfusram and Chaitranri, from antwng 
the here^:Iary cultivators shall pay yearly at tlie fixed rates, as 
shewn iH the Teerij, Bhanee, the fit-Preins, Teja, Doongur, Ramdial, 
Subha, Sahib Singh, Gunga Bishun, Gungaram, Luchmun, Luklm, 
Haitram, Ilurchain and Yadrnm, son of Bhuwauee, 16 persons^ 
filiall pay 3 rupees on irrigated and 1 -8 on un irrigated land per 
pucka beegah of the Government standard. Khooshhal, Khooshes*^ 
ram, Doula, Zoukee, Surbsookh, Seoka, Sookbram, Sahib Singli, 
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2nd, Futeh Singh, fiishen Suhay, Gungaram 2nd, Lekha, Mookta, 
J^undkurun, Hurchain 2nd, Yadram son of Moujee, and Yadramson 
of Chaina, 17 persons shall pay upon nijkaree a' usorn rent of 
^ of the produce as ascertained by actual Mivision or appraisement, 
besides [\ seers per maund of the Government share ; and upon 
zuhiee crops at the same rates as the proprietors.

So long as the hereditary cultivators continue to pay the 
Government demands, they shall not be dispossessed of their culti* 
vation. The tenants at will shall pay for the present year accord* 
ing to the details of the Teerij, and in future according to the con- 
ditions of the lease to be revised in the commencement of tfvery 
year. 


It will be the duty of thelumburdar to realize the rents from the 
hereditary cultivators and tenants at will ; to give an account of the 
collections to the proprietors, and to make an even apportionment 
of the profit and loss, inclusive of the Sewaee items, such as Jul- 
kur, Bunkur, and Phiilk*nr and the income from market fees. 

Nofie of tiie proprietors is at liberty to sell his share to a stran- 
ger without the consent of the whole body of the shareholders. When 
a balance accrues upon any share any other shareholder is entitled, 
with the consent of the defaulter, to take possession o^.his sharo 
after paying the art ears as entered in the Putwaree’s register, 
to enjoy the full rights of the proprietor. The defaulting share- ^ 
holder will in such case be entitled to regain possession of his share 
at the commencement of the season, that is in the month of Jet^, 
upon repayment of the original arrear. 

There are two choukeedars remunerated each at the rate of 
2 rupees per mensem, which sum is collected monthly by a cess on 
all liouses of residence ; besides this, they are entitled to certain 
fees from traders and others who halt witii their goods during the 
night in the village. There is another choukeedar who is reniu- • 
nerated by jagecr of rent frfee land. Sudasookh Putwaree is entitled 
to receive two rupees per cent, on the Government revenue. Other 
conditions and arrangements are detailed in the Malgouziiree en- 
gagement, which uccoiiipaiiies the Misl. * ^ 

Para, XL Regarding the attestation of the khewuL^^ho 
papers connected with the khewut, compiled by the iloonsuriin, 
were brought for attestation before the Deputy Collector in the * 
presence of the lumburdar, and were regularly attested. The 
J<uipabuiidee containing 22 entries, was then prepared in conformi- 
ty with Circular Order No. 3 ; and a proclaiuatioti allowing a pe« 
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riod of two weeks for objections to. be brought ^rward was put up^ 
and published, throughout the village by the Tuhseeldar When 
that period hud expired, without, any complaint being offered# thdC 
proclamation was recalled and filed with the IdisL 

Para. XIL Regarding the disposal of -^During the 
preparation of the Settlement papers, Asa Rain, hereditary cultivator, 
brought a suit 'before the Deputy Collector against Ramjua lum- 
burdar, complaining of the amount of rent exacted bv, hinb The 
case was decided by Doulut, an arbitrator chosen by consent of 
both parties ; he fixed an amount of 70 rupees as the rent to be 
annually paid by Asaram. 

Since the Settlement records have been thus arranged accord* 
ing to the directions of tlie Sudder Board, it is ordered that an 
English version of such papers as ought to be transmitted to the 
superior authorities, be made out, and sent with a report to the Com- 
missioner af the Western district, in order that the sanction of 
Government may be procured through him.
